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Continuation of 3. NOTE: No previous consideration has been given to a bias circuit having both a start up circuit part and a start up circuit 
means as recited in the proposed amendments. Examiner notes that the proposed claims do not appear to be properly enabled since there 
appears to be no support for a start up circuit part and a start up circuit means. As best understood, the starting circuit is merely a single 
capacitor, which cannot be defined as two separate portions of the bias circuit. Moreover, the stability and noise attributes of the invention 
are only casually mentioned in the original disclosure. No technical elaborations or explanations are presented. Since Examiner's 
combination duplicates the disclosed invention, Examiner's combination inherently possesses the attributes of the disclosed invention. 
Applicant's discussions regarding claim 3 are unpersuasive. 
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
